This pump is so small and so lighi 
that it might be carri * ir, an_,ver- 
coat pocket. Yet it runs days and 
night without a stop, without atten- 
tion, drawing in and sending forth 
two and a half ounces of liquid 79 
times a minute. In one minute it 
pumps 175 ounces; in one ir, 666% 
pounds; in one year,-5,748,7p0 pounds. 
Its normal life is about 70 years, in 
which -time it pumps 402,412,900 
pounds, or more than 201,206 tons. 

To transport this !mmense weight 
of liquid that it pumps would reccive 
6,700 freight car* of ordinary capacity. 
This would mean 223 trains of 30 
cars each, and as many engines to 
haul them. Strung out in one line, 
with no intervals between each train 
they would cover a distance of 47 
miles. 

This diminctive piece of machincry 
has been known to keep up this work 
without a singe stop for more than 
100 years, 4 

It pulsates 4,200 times an hour, 100.- 
800 times a dz 36,792,000 times a 
year. It has no journ:’. or bearings 
to oil, no bolts to tighten or slacks to 
be taken up. It is so constructed that 
its parts are automatically repaired 
as it goes along. But, with all of -his. 
there is one very serious character- 
istic inseparably connectec with this 
pump, which is that once it stops it 
cennot be started up again, unless im- 
mediate steps be taken tc do so by an 
expert.. Even this generally :cils. So 
the owner should use care and judg- 
ment intits upkeep. There is no other 
machine that we have any «nowledge 
of of which the ¢bove car. be sa.d, 
How this is all accomplished is known 
only to its inventor.

Hogs on Concrete Floors : 

It is very likely to be injurious to 
brood sows to have to lie on concrete 
floors in their sleeping, apartments, 
The concrete floor is all rigWt, but it: 
should be covered with boards. o 
best arrangement {is to “have the en- 
tire floor of conerete, then each pem 
provided with a removable .woodem 
floor, made of inch boards, and by 
making thig floor in two parts it cam 
be readily lifted and the concrete 
horoughly disinfected and cleaned 
out either at various seasons, or 
when occasion requires. Hogs lying: 
on concrete are -likely to get rheu- 
matic. The concrete seems to draw 
the heat from the body of the resting 
animals and chills them thvongh in a 
short time. This difficulty Is over- 
come by the use of the wooden floor.

Coal As Fuel ? 


The world’s production of crude petro- 
Hleum in 1912 amounted to about 52,-

If the whole of this crude petrolegm 
were employed as fuel in steamraising it 
would not replace, allowing for its higher 
thermal efliciency, much more than five 
and one-half per cent of the world’s ont- 
put of coal, whilst if used in internal 
combustion engines it would be equiva- 
lent, as a source of power, to about 16 
per cent of the coal. Only a small pror 
portion, however, of the crude petroleum 
can be regarded as available for use ana 
source of power, for by far the larger 
partis in demand as an illuminating 
agent and as a lubricant for machinery, 

As the United States produces over 62 
per cent of the world’s production of 
petroleum, it is interesting to note that 
Dr. Day, of the United states Geological 
Survey, considers that, at the present 
rate of increase of the output of petro- 
leum, the known oil fields of the United 
States will, on the basis of the minimam 
quantity of oi] obtainable, be exhausted by 
the year 1935, while, even if only the 
present output were inaintained, thesup-

—Also Designed the Air Brake, His 
Famous Invention Proving a Huge 
George West use, who died re- 
cently in New York, aged was 
one of the greatest inventors mod- 
ern , known all through the 
world as the inventor of the Westing- 
house air brake and many other de- 
vices and appliances which have 
completely revolutionized modern 
methods of transportation, was born 
at Central Bridge, Schoharie county, 
New York, on October 6, 1846, the 
gov of George and Emeline Vedder 
Westinghouse. His father’s ances- 
tors came from Germany and settled 
in Massachusetts and Vermont before 
tho revotution. On his mother’s side 
he came from Dutch-Bnglish stock. 
The father of George Westinghouse 
was a mechanical engineer and an 
inventor ‘of various: mechanical ap- 
ces. In 1856 he removed to 
enectady, N.Y., .where he estab- 
lished the Schenectady Agricultural 
Works.. Young George received his 
early education in the public schools 
of Central Bridge and Schenectady 
and seemed to have inherited from 
his father not only love for mechani- 
cal science, but alsayinventive ability. 
He spent a great deal of his time in 
hig father’s fectory and became thor- 
oughly familfar with machinery and 
tke mechanical principles upon which 
they were based. He wag only fifteen 
years old when he made his first in- 
ventivu, a rotary engine, which he af- 
terwards perfected. 


As a young man‘he became inter- 
ested in military matters and he be- 
came a member of the Twelfth Regi- 
ment of the New York National 
Guard. When the Civil War began he 
enlisted and served in the Sixteenth 
New York Cavalry from June 1863 un- 
til November, 1864, when he became 
an assistant engineer in the navy, 
serving on the Muscota and later in 
the Potomac fleet. After the close of 
the war he returned to Schenectady 
and entered Union College for a class- 
ical course. ; 

Immediately after his return from 
the war young Westinghouse took up 
his mechanical work and studies and 
fn: the same year invented a device 
for placing derailed railroad cars 
upon the track. He remained in col- 
lege only to his Sophomore year and 
devoted himself entirely to his work 
fin the machine shop. He was only 
twenty years of age when he invent 
ed the air brake. Going to Troy one 
day, a delay, caused by a collision 
between two freight trains, suggested 
to Mr. Westinghouse the idea that a 
brake under the control of the en- 
gineer might have prevented the ac- 
cident. ccemnnsteniiaietndinciioamtmaietans 

In his first experiments, he at- 
tempted to use steam for working the 
brakes, but the plan was not feas- 
ible, as experience showed. An art- 
fcle on the employment of compress- 
ed air in drilling the Mont Cenis tun- 
nel suggested to Westinghouse to try 
compressed air instead of steam in 
evolving the Westinghouse air brake 
fn its. original form. The first patent 
on hig invention was issued April 13, 
1869, and in the following year the 
Westinghouse Air Brake Company 
was organized. The inventor found 
ft ‘very difficult at first to introduce 
his invention. The railroads had lit- 
tle confidence in the possibility of 
stopping a train with “wind.” West- 
inghouse among other railroad mag- 
nates approached Commodore  Van- 
derbilt, but the latter broke off the 
interview by saying “I have no time 
to. waste with fools.” 

Young Westinghcuse did not lose 
his courage, bowever, and at last 
succeeded in obtaining the consent 
of the superintendent of the Steuben- 
ville division of the Panhandle rail- 
road to test the air brake on a train 
of cars. The trial took place in Oc- 
tober, 1862, and proved a_ brilliant 
success. In fact the eir brakes 
proved the means of preventing a 
serious collision during the tegt. Af- 
ter that Mr. Westinghouse had no dif- 
ficulty 
railroad officials, and in a few years 
bis air brake was introduced by the 
railroads througout the country. 

Mr. Westinghouse continued to im- 
prove his. brake, and also made other 
inventions in railway signals, steam 
and gas engines, steam turbines, and 
electrichl’ machinery. He was the 
pioneey .in introducing alternating 
currenf machinery in America, which 
made “possible the. electrical trans- 
misg..n of water ‘power. He estab- 
listed. Jarge works in the United 
States, England, France and Germany 
for the manufacture of air brakes and 
electrical macbinery, and became the 
head of corporations representing a 
capitalization of more than $100,000,- 
000 and giving employment to more 
than 25,000 men. -In recognition of 
his" eminent services to science and 
ihdustries, foreign governments con- 
ferred decorations upon him, scienti- 
fic societies made him honorary mem- 
ber, &nd Union College conferred up- 
on him the honorary degree of Ph.D. 
In August, 1867, he married Marguer- 
ite Erekine Walker ir Brooklyn, who 
eurvives him, together with’ their only 
son, George Westinghouge, jr.

OWNERSHIP OF SPITZCERGEN 


Scheme for Internatioha: Control ‘0 
Be Settled in ur ~~ 
Delegates from England, France, 


Holland, Germany, Denmark, Sweden, 
t\ussia and Norway will meet June 17 
next to decice the status of Spitz- 
bergen, those Arctic islands famous for 
the point of departure for many Arc- 
tic expeditions. 

The congress is due to an invitation 
of the Norwegian gove.nment made 
five years ago. The powers which 
will be represented at Christiania 
next June are those which in the first 
instance signified their willingness to 
jaccept the Norwegian invitation. 
American participation is justified on 
the ground of tke important coal min- 
| ing interests in Americ-zn hands. 
| There are also four British com- 
panies engaged in the coal industry, 
which is the chief mineral exploited. 
The Germans possess an excel:ent 
meteorological and wireless  tele- 
graph station. 

The problem of policing the islands 
bas long been a pressing one, and 
this question has naturally formed 
the chief concern of the three North- 
ern Powers; ‘Norway, Sweden and 
Russia, who, by virtue of their spec- 
jal interests. have agreed io submit 
to the general conference a draft con- 
vention based upon a memorandum 
by the Norwegian government. By 
this agreement—if the original text 
is confirmed at the preliminary meet- 
ing on June 4—Spitzbergen is to be 
declared neutral territory open to All 
nations and under international con- 
trol. The administratior is to be in 
the hands of a commission composed 
of one representative for each c: the 
three powers. The cost of admin- 
istration is to be covered by land 
taxes and other taxes, which, how- 
ever, are to be subject to the assent 
of all the signatary powers. Any de- 
ficit is to be charged to al. the pow- 
ers. It is proposed that the conven- 
tion shall be renewable every eigh- 
teen years.

Seven-tenths of the town was 
burnt and the population ruined fin- 
ancially. On the occasion of the re- 
cent sacking of Ti: an Tze, province 
of Honan, the local troops made no 
effort to resist the brigauads. 
troops Were comm. nded by a general, 
fomerly a noted brigand chief, who 
was given his army appointment dur- 
ing the recent revolution. 

The measure of the goveri.ment to 
deal with the situation are totally in- 
adequate and there is every prospect 
of the development of brigandage un- 
less it is speedily controlled.

Sir John A. Macdonald’; Papers and 
Letters Are Placed in 
Archives 

A remarkable collection of docu- 
ments and letters bearing upon the 
politica. history of Canada and re- 
garded as one of the most valuatle 
ever handed over to the crchives of 
Canada, has just been presented to 
that institution by Sir Joseph Pope. 
It comprised all of the correspond- 
cice and papers of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald and covers the whole of the 
great premier’s life from boyhood al- 
most to the day of his death. The 
papers number nearly 100.000. 

On the death of Sir John a stipula- 


should be withheld from public use 
for a stated period, and they have re- 
mained in the custody of his former 
secretary and biographer, Sir Joseph 
Pope. This restriction has now been 
removed, except with respect to cer- 
tain papers bearing upon questions 
still before the country and relating 
to persons who are still living. 

All the papers have been well pre- 
served and are invaluable in their 
bearing upon the political-history of 
the country covering as they do in 
closest detai: the period from 1867 to 
1892. They are now being bound for 
transfer, te the archives, where they 
will shortly be available for public in- 
spection. They shed new light on 
some of the events of Canada’s his- 
tory.

In Paris great bonfires were lit in 
the streets. Bells were shivered in-; 
to pieces as they rang; clocks stop- 
ped and in the cellars wine turned 
into ice. Hares and partridges came 
into the towns and hid themselves in 
the nooks and corners of houses, 
where they were subsequently found 
a stiff as a board and quite ined- 
ble.”
